TRADE OF MANILA, : 

Tho Manila Comercio, in its issue of the 
15th instant, published a full return of 
6 Philippines dbring the 
year 1876. © The export from Manile, in- 
hemp, shows a considerable inareaso, which 
was far more eatisfactory than that of the 
two previous’ years, or since 1872, This 
depressed atate of things was owing to the 
little attention ‘paid to its propatation fr 
the market, while in the year jost pissed 
the products ssom to have been treated 
with lew disregard. The export in JH72 
was 619,924 piouls; and in the year 1873 
it showed 477,933 pioula; in 1874 Lt regis. 
tered only 452,018 piculs; and in 1875 was 
farther decreased to 406,186 picula ; while 
in 1876 it suddenly rose to 551,520 picule, 
being 146,314 piculs of an increase as com- 

ared with the previous year, “Tho valuo of 
‘the export in 1876 is valued at $3,660,930, 
Sugar also Pe a great increase com ared 
with the five previous years. This is ac- 
counted for by the high rates of the markot 
aince-the middio of 1876. That of 1672 
won 804,728 piculs; 1878 waa 715,062 ; 
1874 wos 1,011,063; 1875 waa 1,271,656; 
and in 1876 the export was 1,370,160, whiokt 


___[ was valued-at $6,165,720, _ 


The report from Cebu of hemp shows 
only 78,246 piculs, valued at §517,988, 
against 105,774 in 1875, a decrease of about 
27,000, owing,no doubt, to the considerably 
larger export of this article from Manila 
and other islands, in 1876, whioh is 104,896 
piculs above that of 1875. In sugar, a 
very small business bas ‘also been done 
during the yoars tho export only shows 
160,986: piculs, valued ot $679,497, against 
169,979 picula in 1876 ; the largest export 
since 1872 was that of 1874, which shows 
no less than 234,466 picula, ; 

Hemp exported. from Iloilo in 1876 
amounted to 982 B aloe valued at $5,500;
